1. Claims 13, 14, 20, 21, 32, 33 drawn to a first secondary battery, classified 
in class 429, subclass 231.8. 

II. Claim 24, drawn to a second secondary battery, classified in class 429, 
subclass 324. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: Group I requires natural graphite, which limitation is not part of Group II. Also, 
the Group II battery sets forth a limitation of the amount of silicon in the graphite 
powder, a feature not part of the Group I secondary battery.
